The vice president listed what he conceived 
to be three weakness in the American approa. h 
to education, all three supported by parenu. 
One was the abundance of soft courses, Um> 
little of the hard learning that challenges and 
develops the mind. Another Viis the general 
practice of gearing education either to the lea.sl 
gifted or the most mentally imiolcnt pupils. The 
third was the automatic advancement of pupil... 
a thing that is le.ss a service to the laggard 
pupil than a concession to the pride of his 
parents. 


None of these practices, he said, face up »0 
the realities of life and parents who wish ,t 
that way are harmmg their children. They are 
making certain that they will be failures And 
if enough of them wind up that way the n.all.hi 
also will be a failure. 
However well Mr. Nixon's remarks are taken 
it must be conceded that they are adult. His

It mu.xt .*eem strange tn lutlions like Russia 
to read or hear about .such thing* a.s a recent 
U.S. Supreme Cnurt ruling winch pulled the 
teeth of a Lo.s Angelet; city orduuince requiring 
persons who have been (onvicte<f of a felony 
to regi.ster with the chief of imlice if they remain 
in the city for five days or more. The deci.sion 
.struck down tlie conviction, under the ordinam e, 
of a woman described as an ex-convict. 
It hii.s hern commonly understood that ignor­ 
ance of the law i.s no exru.se for it.s violation. 
However, the Supreme Court seems to have 
rever.sed thi.* principle in .some re.spects with its 
ruling on the Lo.s Angeles ordinance. 
'The court .said the .seventy of the law lie.s in 
the absence of an opjiortunity either to avoid 
the con;.equence.s of the law or to defend any 
prosecution brought under it. Where a person 
did not know of the duty to register and wliere 
there wa.s no proof of the probability of .such 
knowledge, he may not be convicted con.sistent 
with due pnxi'.vs. the coiu’t .said. 
The Lo.s Angcle.s police chief stated that he 
fell the ruling was another step in the judici;,! 
trend whicb ha.* lip{>ed the .scales of justice 
m favor of the criminal. Probably no two attor­ 
neys woukl interpret the ruling in exactly the 
.same way but it would sm>m to be a «tiength- 
emng of the rights of tlie individual. It would 
.sccin that the court has said that no govern­ 
ing Ixxly can u.se tlw* law as a vehicle to place 
m jwpaa-dy ixrsons who, while f>erhaps suspi'cted 
of what they have done or might do, have ac­ 
tually committed no crime. 
The law. the court ha* seemed to say. can­ 
not be used a.* n subterfuge to gain an end that 
I.s It'g.dly impossible m any other way. The law 
must l>e H r tlw jirot-e» tiom ot the ngfit.s of 
citizens, not Uie destruction of these rights. How 
otid that must look to the ruler* in Communist 
lands who use the law as their own personal 
tool and guarantee of power. How envied it 
would be if the people of these lands knew and 
understood it.

Siplc returned to Washington last 
week after spending a year on ice 
a net 
finding

other 
things, that the South Pole is land. 
Ine Iti-year-oid Antarctic expert 
has been .staticn scientific leader 
of the United States polar station 
for tlve .International Geophysical 
Year. 
M'ashinglon was freezing when 
the explorer, geographer, lecturer 
and author arrived home. But he 
told new'siiieii it was one of the 
warmest days he’s seen. 
During one month on the pole, 
lie said wTtti a grin, tlie tempeia- 
tme averaged 80 degrees below 
zero. At Uie lowest it was 102.4 de­ 
grees below zero. 
But Siple said, “ We kept pretty 
comfortable. Man is a comiort- 
loving creature. When it is cold he 
doe.s .something about it,” 
His irks.sions to the tvoles have 


made him tolerant and easy to 
work with, although efficient. “ In­ 
tolerance.” he says, “ is a .symptom 
of someone’s inability to adjust 
to the next guy’s faults.” 
Siple was only 19 years old— 
and picked from thousands of Boy 
Scouts — when he was taken by 
the late Adm. Ricltaird E. Byrd on 
the 1928-30 Little America expedi­ 
tion. 
Byrd, 
who recommended 
him 
for the South Bole command before 
his death, said of Siple. “ a born 
scientist . . . the best-equipped 
man 
there is for this kind of 
work.” 
When he returncKi from the first 
expedition, young Siple wrote a 
book, went back to school, became 
a geographer and met and mar­ 
ried Ruth Johannesmeyer, They 
now have three daughters. 


At the same time he cultivated 


his wanderlust with tours — off 


the Ix'aten tracks — in Europe, 


North Africa, and 
the 
Mideast, 


went to the Arctic again on the 
1933-3.5 expedition, 
returned 
for 
more studies, made a third trip of 
Little America III, helped 
t h e 
Army develop cold weather gear 
and took part in the Navy’s 194rt- 
47 cold-w'eather training exercise. 


He has received 
all kinds of 
awards, hut perhaps one of his 
proudest achievements has been 
commanding the year-long opera­ 
tion that set up special seismo­ 
graph 
instruments 
to determine^ 
the depth of ice and land beneath 
the South Pole. 


He 
and his 
scientific 
eohoit* 
found, about two weeks before he 
left, that the ice is about 8,000 feet 
deep. Beneath that is a thousand 
feet of land above sea level.
